Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1947. 

The  estimated  population  (39,950)  furnished  by  the 
Registrar^General,  which  applies  to  civilians  only,  showed  an 
increase  of  730  on  the  1946  estimate  ; the  natural  increase 
(excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  410  which  gave  a rate  of  1.0 
expressed  per  1,000  (civilian)  population. 

The  live  birth  rate  was  21  2 per  1,000  civilian  population, 
compared  with  21.8  for  1946  ; the  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1947  was  20.5  per  1,000  of  the  total 
population.  The  rate  for  still  births  in  the  District  during  the 
year  was  0.8  per  1,000  and  the  same  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  0.5  per  1,000  based  on  civilian  and  total  populations, 
respectively. 

The  death  rate  for  1947  was  10.96  per  1,000  (civilian) 
population  as  compared  with  10.73  per  1,000  in  1946  ; the 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.0  per  1,000 
total  population  in  1947.  Over  62  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths 
occurred  at  65  years  of  age  and  over,  and  the  mean  age  at  death 
during  1947  in  the  Urban  District  was  about  83  years  for  females 
and  79  years  for  males. 

Three  deaths  were  assigned  to  maternal  causes  in  1947  ; 
which  gave  a maternity  mortality  rate  of  3.4  per  1,000  total 
births.  There  was  one  death  each  from  puerperal  embolism 
and  septic  abortion  and  one  was  assigned  to  other  maternal 
causes,  which  gave  rates  per  1,000  total  births  of  1.14  in  each 
case  ; the  corresponding  rates  for  these  causes  in  England  and 
Wales  were  0.16,  0.10  and  0.85  respectively  per  1,000  total 
births. 

The  death  rate  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  (infant 
mortality  rate)  was  36.6  per  1,000  live  births  ; the  same  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  41.0.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  for 
legitimate  infants  was  33.5  per  1,000  legitimate  live  births.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  among  illegitimate  infants  was  93  per 
1,000  illegitimate  live  births. 

Among  the  death-rates  for  special  causes,  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis gave  a rate  of  0.4  per  1,000  civilian  population  ; the  rate 
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for  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  during  1947  in  the  District  was 
0.1  per  1,000  population.  The  total  cancer  rate  for  the  District 
during  the  year  was  1.8  per  1,000  civilian  population,  and  the 
rates  for  pneumonia  and  influenza  on  the  same  basis  were  0.4 
and  0.1  respectively.  There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria, 
poliomyelitis,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  whooping-cough  or  infantile 
diarrhoea. 

The  neonatal  deaths  (under  one  month  of  age)  numbered 
25  in  1947  and  gave  a rate  for  the  District  of  29.5  per  1,000  live 
births. 

Still  births  expressed  as  a rate  per  1,000  total  births, 
gave  a figure  of  37.5. 

The  number  (813)  of  notifications  of  infective  diseases 
received  in  1947  (including  70  notifications  of  tuberculosis)  was 
438  in  excess  of  the  375  (including  63  notifications  of  tuber- 
culosis) received  in  1946.  Excluding  measles  and  whooping- 
cough  notifications  (210  in  1946  and  680  in  1947),  there  were  32 
fewer  notifications  in  1947  than  in  the  preceding  year,  and  this 
is  largely  accounted  for  by  a decrease  in  1947  of  the  scarlet 
fever  and  pneumonia  notifications  which,  nevertheless,  are 
still  highest  in  the  list  after  whooping  cough  and  measles. 

The  incidence  rates  per  1,000  population  is  0.7  for  scarlet 
fever  and  0.4  for  pneumonia  ; the  corresponding  rates  for  these 
diseases  in  England  and  Wales  during  1947  were  1.37  and  0.79 
per  1,000  population  respectively. 

There  were  2 notifications  of  diphtheria  in  the  Urban  District 
for  1947.  There  were  also  5 notifications  for  poliomyelitis  and 
3 for  malaria  (contracted  abroad)  during  the  year. 

The  position  in  regard  to  diphtheria  immunization  at  31st 
December,  1947,  was  that  (1)  70.9  per  cent.  (6794)  of  the  esti- 
mated child  population  (9580)  under  15  had  completed  primary 
immunization,  (2)  5134  completed  immunizations  between  5 — 15 
years,  giving  87  per  cent,  among  the  estimated  population  of 
5,900,  (3)  the  proportion  inoculated  (completed  primary 
immunization)  under  5 years  of  age  was  45.1  per  cent,  including 
the  12  infants  who  completed  primary  immunization  under  1 
year  of  age.  A better  estimate  in  this  age  group  gives  57.1  per 
cent.,  taking  the  period  over  one  and  under  five  years  of  age. 
The  estimate  in  the  under  five  age  group  is  probably  low  as  no 
account  is  taken  of  immunizations  by  private  practitioners  which 
were  probably  considerable. 

The  Domestic  and  Home  Help  Scheme  inaugurated  in 
March,  1947,  has  become  a popular  feature  of  the  services  pro- 
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vided  by  the  Authority.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year,  a weekly 
average  of  40  helpers  had  put  in  some  39,660  hours,  assisting 
aged  and  infirm,  sick  and  maternity  applicants.  The  service 
runs  smoothly  in  the  hands  of  its  whole  time  supervisor. 

The  Authority’s  housing  position  has  improved  during  the 
year  by  the  addition  of  100  permanent  (traditional)  houses  ; and 
some  50  families  were  accommodated  in  various  hutted  camps, 
of  which  “ Greenwoods”  is  the  largest,  with  37  families. 
Houses  to  be  erected  at  the  end  of  1947  number  531,  of  which 
227  were  commenced  in  1947. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  gratitude 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  valuable  co-operation  and  keen  interest  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  department. 

I also  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  ready  and 
efficient  assistance  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  the  members  of 
the  staff.

Section  III. 

Statistics  and  EogcblI  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Area  of  District — 18,352  Acres. 

Population  : Registrar  General’s  Estimate  of  Civilian  population 
for  1947—39,950. 

Note. — The  estimate  of  civilian  population  is  given  for  the 
calculation  of  death  rates  and  incidence  of  notifiable 
diseases  amongst  civilians.  As  estimates  of  the  numbers 
and  distribution  of  non-civilian  population  are  not  avail- 
able, the  birth-rate  can  only  be  based  on  the  civilian 
population  for  1947  as  used  for  death  rates.  Non- 
civilian deaths  and  non-civilian  notifications  are  excluded 
from  all  statistics. 

Number  of  inhabited  houses  at  end  of  1947 — 11,150. 
Rateable  Value  at  1st  April,  1947— £264,353. 

Sum  represented  by  a Penny  Rate  - (1947/48)  £1,043. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions. — The  Urban  District 
which  measures  approximately  7 miles  from  east  to  west  and 
3J  miles  from  north  to  south,  is  bounded  on  the  west  by  the 
Hamble  River,  and  on  the  south-west  by  Southampton  Water 
and  the  Solent.  The  southern  coast-lini  merges  into  that  of 
the  neighbouring  Authority  of  Gosport,  which  thus  adjoins  the 
Urban  District  to  the  south. 

The  waters  of  Portsmouth  Harbour  encroach  upon  a part 
of  both  the  eastern  and  southern  aspect  of  the  Urban  District, 
and  for  the  rest  the  eastern  boundary  adjoins  extensions  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Portsmouth  and  the  western  boundary  of 
Havant  and  Waterloo.  To  the  north-east  and  north,  the  Urban 
District  is  contiguous  to  the  rising  ground  of  Portsdown  and 
Droxford. 

The  soil  comprises  chiefly  gravel  and  clay,  but  to  the  north- 
east the  subsoil  is  chalky  in  nature.

The  principal  industrial  activities  of  the  District  include 
brick  and  tile  works  at  Fareham  and  Sarisbury  ; breweries  at 
Titchfield  and  Fareham  ; laundries  at  Fareham  and  Warsash  ; 
artificial  manure  works  at  Portchester  ; gas  works  at  Titchfield 
and  electricity  works  at  Fareham.  Boat  building  has  always  been 
a feature  of  the  industrial  activities  of  the  District,  chiefly  at 
Fareham  and  Warsash.  The^  western  portion  of  the  district  is 
largely  given  to  fruit  growing.  A weekly  cattle  market  is  held 
at  Fareham. 

The  population  has  increased  from  30,450  in  1938  to 
39,950  in  1947. 

The  following  figures  furnished  by  the  area  Public  Assist- 
ance Officer  and  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  locally,  refer  to 
unemployment  and  persons  chargeable  as  having  received  assist-

(9)  REMARKS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Of  the  438  deaths  assigned  to  the  Urban  District  by  the 
Registrar  General  [ (1)  above],  215  were  males  and  223  females. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  highest  incidence  for  causes  was  heart 
disease  (females  45  and  males  67),  followed  by  25  female  deaths 
and  40  deaths  among  males  for  intracranial  vascular  lesions.  In 
order  of  highest  incidence,  cancer  of  sites  other  chan  mouth 
and  oesophagus  (males)  uterus,  stomach  and  duodenum,  and 
breast  came  next  with  25  deaths  among  females  and  21  male 
deaths.  Among  deaths  from  other  important  causes  may  be 
mentioned  respiratory  tuberculosis  with  a total  of  17  deaths, 
13  male  and  4 female.  There  were  3 maternal  deaths  from 
puerperal  embolism,  septic  abortion  and  following  operation 
respectively  ; and  14  deaths  of  infants  followed  on  premature 
birth.  The  deaths  from  road  traffic  accidents  numbered  4 and 
from  other  violent  causes  of  accidental  nature,  2. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  the  following  causes,  enteric 
fevers,  cerebrospinal  fever,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough, 
diphtheria,  measles,  poliomyelitis  and  diarrhoea  under  2 years  of 
age. 

The  vital  statistics  of  births  and  deaths  from  special  causes, 
included  in  (2)  above,  give  a total  of  848  births,  including  43 
illegitimate  births.  There  were  417  male  and  388  female  legiti- 
mate births  and  19  male  and  24  female  illegitimate  births. 

The  total  registered  still  births  were  33,  including  14  male  and 
15  female  legitimate  and  3 male  and  1 female  illegitimate  births. 

Among  the  deaths  from  special  causes,  20  were  due  to 
tuberculosis,  13  male  and  4 female  due  to  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis, and  3 males  due  to  other  forms  of  tuberculosis. 

The  deaths  from  cancer  numbered  70  (32  males  and  38 
females).  This  number  included  5 deaths  of  males  from  cancer 
of  the  mouth  and  oesophagus  ; 1 from  cancer  of  the  uterus  ; 6 male 
and  7 female  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  stomach  and  duodenum  ; 
and  5 deaths  from  cancer  of  the  breast  in  females.  There  were 
9 male  and  8 female  deaths  from  pneumonia,  and  3 male  and  1 
female  death  from  influenza. 

In  regard  to  the  rates  based  on  these  figures  given  at  (3) 
above,  the  birth  rate  per  1000  estimated  civilian  population  for 
the  Urban  District  of  21  2 is  very  favourable,  in  so  far  as  it  can 
be  compared  with  England  and  Wales  with  20.5  per  1000  total 
population.  Similarly  the  still  birth  rate  on  the  same  basis  was 
0.8  as  compared  with  0.5  for  England  and  Wales.  The  death 
rate  was  10.96  per  1000  civilian  population  for  the  Urban 
District  and  12.0  per  1000  total  population  for  England  and 
Wales. 
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In  regard  to  deaths  from  maternal  causes  (per  1000  live  and 
still  births)  the  local  rates  on  the  whole  are  slightly  higher,  but 
the  numbers  on  which  they  are  based  are  very  small  (there  were 
only  3 maternal  deaths). 

The  infant  mortality  rate  which  has  steadily  declined  over  a 
period  of  years  is  now  41.0  per  1000  live  births  for  England  and 
Wales  and  36.6  for  the  Urban  District,  which  is  a very  favour- 
able result. 

In  the  comparative  table  of  principal  rates'  [ (4)  above],  the 
figures  for  the  Urban  District  compare  favourably  on  the  whole, 
with  the  rates  for  the  other  localities  shown.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  and  general  death-rate  are  particularly  low,  but  the 
still  birth  rate  is  comparatively  high.  The  live  birth  rate, 
although  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  is  not  as  high 
as  the  figure  computed  separately  for  the  greater  and  smaller 
towns. 

At  (5)  above  are  set  out  the  principal  vital  statistics  of  the 
Urban  District  for  the  period  1938-1947. 

It  will  be  n«>ted  that  the  population  has  steadily  increased 
over  the  ten  year  period  under  review,  from  30,450  to  39,950  ; 
and  while  the  birth-rate  figure  has  fluctuated  between  16.8  in 
1940  and  21.9  in  1944,  with  values  of  about  20  to  21  for  other 
years  in  the  period,  the  general  trend  is  upwards.  The  death- 
rate,  with  a maximum  value  in  1941  (12.1)  and  a minimum  of 

10.6  in  1943,  has  varied  between  these  extremes  and  shows  a 
negligible  upward  trend  of  the  order  of  10.9  to  11.0  over  the  ten 
year  period  : the  death-rate  may  be  stated  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses to  have  remained  the  same  over  the  ten  year  period. 

The  still  birth  rate  (expressed  here  in  terms  of  total  births), 
has  declined  over  the  period  1938-1947.  The  maximum  rates 
occurred  in  1938  (37.8)  and  1947  (37.5),  but  the  rates  in  the 
intervening  years  ranged  between  20.9  in  1944  and  33.1  in  1940. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  shows  a steeper  downward  trend 
than  other  rates  given  here,  from  50.7  in  1938  to  36.6  in  1947, 
with  a record  low  rate  for  the  Urban  District  of  25.0  in  1944. 

Of  the  rates  for  special  causes,  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
cancer  show  slight  rises,  and  pneumonia  and  maternal  mortality 
downward  trends. 

In  table  (6)  above  are  set  out  the  causes  of  deaths  by  ages 
and  the  distribution  according  to  wards.  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  great  majority,  (83.8  per  cent.)  of  deaths,  as  would  be 
expected,  occurred  in  ages  over  45  years,  and  of  that  proportion, 

62.6  per  cent,  are  confined  to  the  age  group  65  years  and  over. 
At  the  other  extreme,  7.1  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  occurred 
in  the  first  year  of  life  ; and,  as  already  stated,  the  death-rate  in 
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this  age  group  (infant  mortality  rate)  is  comparatively  low. 
Heart  disease,  together  with  other  diseases  of  the  circulatory 
system  and  intracranial  vascular  lesions,  account  between  them 
for  44.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  The  more  important 
causes  of  death  in  order  of  frequency,  were  heart  disease,  cancer, 
intracranial  vascular  lesions,  other  circulatory  diseases,  tubercu- 
losis and  pneumonia. 

Table  (7),  which  gives  the  causes  of  death  for  infants  under 
1 year  of  age,  gives  3 1 deaths  in  that  age  group,  of  whom  25 
occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.  There  were  14  deaths  due 
to  prematurity  ; 12  from  atelectasis,  congenital  malformations 
and  other  diseases  of  the  first  year  of  life  ; 2 each  from  tubercu- 
lous meningitis  and  pneumonia,  and  1 from  accidental  suffoca- 
tion. 

Table  (8)  shows  the  frequency  distribution  of  deaths  at  ages 
65  years  and  over,  in  one  and  a half  year  age  groups  from  65  to 
95  years  and  over,  together  with  the  estimated  rate  of  dying  at 
these  ages  per  1000  total  deaths,  based  on  these  figures. 

The  mean  age  at  death  in  this  small  series,  is  about  79 
years  (79.32^585)  in  males,  and  83  years  (83.05^613)  in  females. 

Section  lY.  General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

in  the  Area. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Full  facilities  are  available  through  the  County  and  Ministry 
laboratories  for  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of 
water  supplies  and  other  laboratory  investigations. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Council  of  the  Urban  District  maintain  a 24  hour 
ambulance  service  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  R.  J.  Baker.  Three  ambulances  and  a 
sitting  case  car  are  provided.  There  are  four  drivers,  two  of 
whom  are  on  duty  in  24  hour  shifts,  at  any  one  time  with  one  of 
the  two  women  attendants  on  the  staff.  These  attendants  hold 
first  aid  certificates. 

During  1947,  the  ambulance  service  transported  1,323 
patients,  of  whom  487  were  sitting  cases.  The  total  number 
was  made  up  of  1,120  general,  146  maternity  and  57  accident 
cases.  The  total  mileage  covered  during  the  year  was  30,266,  of 
which  the  sitting-case  vehicle  ran  12,411. 

14  cases  from  other  areas  are  included  in  the  total  number 
carried. 

The  service  is  very  satisfactory. 
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(c)  Clinics. 

The  following  services  in  connexion  with  tuberculosis, 
maternity  and  child  welfare,  orthopedic’s  etc.,  are  provided  by 
the  County  Council  at  clinics  and  treatment  centres  in  the

Other  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  in  the  area 
include  Child  Life  Protection,  and  the  care  of  illegitimate 
children  (adoption)  and  premature  infants. 

(d)  Hospitals. 

There  are  no  general  hospitals  in  the  Urban  District,  but 
hospital  services  are  available  at  Portsmouth,  Southampton  and 
Winchester  ; the  nearest  is  Portsmouth,  9 miles  away.  By 
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arrangement  with  the  latter  authority,  infective  diseases  cases 
from  the  Urban  District  are  sent  to  the  Portsmouth  Hospital  for 
Infectious  Diseases  ; and  facilities  for  maternity  and  other  cases 
are  available  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Portsmouth. 

Special  hospitals  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  for 
smallpox  ; and  for  tuberculosis,  treatment  is  provided  at 
Chandlers  Ford  and  Bishopstoke. 

The  Hampshire  County  Nursing  Association  supervises  the 
training  and  provision  of  District  Nurses  and  Midwives. 

(e)  Domestic  and  Home  Help  Scheme. 

The  Council  of  the  Urban  District  introduced  a Domestic 
Home  Help  Service  in  March  1947,  employing  a whole  time 
supervisor  under  the  general  direction  of  the  County  Council. 

This  service  which  has  proved  to  be  an  inestimable  boon  to 
many  householders  requiring  assistance,  was  based  on  the  con- 
ditions laid  down  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  179/44,  which 
were  adopted  to  suit  local  requirements. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  service  has  been  able  to 
meet  the  demands  made  on  it  in  all  cases  of  genuine  application 
for  help  by  the  old  and  infirm  ; chronic  illness  and  maternity 
cases. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  some  176  cases  had  been 
assisted  under  the  scheme,  comprising  36  aged  and  infirm,  38 
general  sickness  cases,  81  maternity  cases,  16  post  operative 
cases  and  5 cases  of  tuberculosis. 

At  the  present  time  (June,  1948),  there  are  52  helpers  on 
the  register,  and  232  applicants  have  been  assisted  under  the 
scheme. 

A whole  time  supervisor  is  employed  whose  main  duties 
include  home  visits  and  distribution  of  helpers  as  required, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  District 
Council. 

(f)  Diphtheria  Immunization. 

During  the  year  1947,  immunization  was  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  special  clinics  monthly,  one  at 
Fareham  and  the  other  at  Portchester,  to  each  of  which  80 
parents  are  invited.  A special  clinic  was  also  held  once  monthly 
at  Crofton,  Titchfield  and  Warsash,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Immunization  at  Sarisbury  was  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officer  attending  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  made  to 
carry  out  diphtheria  immunization  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  in 
Crofton  and  Titchfield  ; but  the  larger  clinics  at  Fareham,  Port 
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Chester  and  Warsash  were  retained  on  their  former  footing. 
Arrangements  were  also  made  to  give  “ booster  ” doses  to  school 
children,  in  both  maintained  and  nommaintained  schools. 
Parents  are  invited  to  bring  their  children  from  8 months  of  age 
to  their  nearest  clinic  and  they  are  offered  at  the  same  time, 
choice  of  inoculation  by  the  family  doctor  or  the  medical  officer 
of  the  local  authority.  The  notifications  of  births  furnished  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  is  the  basis  of  the  invitation  to 
parents  ; and  the  response  is  generally  good.  Non-attenders 
are  re-invited  and  failing  adequate  response,  arrangements  are 
made  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  “ follow  up  ” by  the 
Health  Visitors  of  the  Area.  The  invitations  to  parents  are  in 
the  form  of  the  prepaid  card  and  propaganda  slip  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  which  is  followed  on  the  parent’s  accept- 
ance, by  an  invitation  to  attend  the  next  clinic.  Parents 
frequently  bring  their  children  to  immunization  clinics  without 
prompting. 

The  completed  number  of  immunizations  since  the  incep- 
tion of  the  scheme  in  1936  are  given  below  by  year  of  age  and 
year  of  immunization,  until  the  completion  of  the  14th  year  of 
age 
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(f)  Diphtheria  Immunization. 

At  31st  December,  1947,  there  were  1,660  children  under 
5 years  of  age  who  had  completed  a course  of  primary  immun- 
ization ; 2,500  between  the  ages  of  5-10  and  2,634  between 
10-15  years  of  age.  The  total  number  who  completed  a course 
of  primary  immunization  was  6,794,  and  the  total  (estimated) 
child  population  under  15  years  of  age  was  9,580.  The  pro- 
portion immunized  from  0-15  years  of  age  is  thus  70.9  per  cent. 

In  the  following  statement  of  completed  immunizations 
under  5 years  of  age,  an  estimate  of  “ expected  ’’  yearly  popula- 
tion has  been  made  in  terms  of  the  total  live  births  (3,926)  and 
the  official  estimate  (3,680)  of  the  population  under  5 years  of 
age  in  1947. 

The  proportion  of  children  under  5 years  who  had  com- 
pleted immunization  at  31st  December,  1947,  was  probably  as 
follows  : —

It  should  be  noted  however,  that  only  12  primary  immuniza- 
tions were  completed  in  1947,  (Children  under  one  year  have 
not  hitherto  been  immunized  in  any  numbers).  A better  esti- 
mate of  the  proportion  immunized  under  5 years  would  be  that 
based  on  the  figures  for  1-5  years  of  age.  The  number  immun- 
ized in  the  age  group  1-5  was  1,648  and  the  immunizable  number 
in  the  same  age  group  was  2,885  ; the  proportion  immunized 
over  one  and  under  five  years  of  age  was  therefore  57.1  per  cent.

Y.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Urban  District  has  been  satisfactory 
both  from  the  point  of  view  of  quantity  and  quality. 

The  Urban  District  is  supplied  from  four  different  sources 
and  the  numberof  houses  and  population  served  are  as  follows: — 

(1)  Fareham  Water  Works — supplying  Fareham. 

4,740  houses  : 17,800  population 

(2)  Portsmouth  W’^ater  Works — supplying  Portchester. 

2,636  houses  : 7,908  population.  , 

(3)  Gosport  Water  Works — supplying  Crofton. 

^ 794  houses — 3,096  population. 

(4)  Southampton  Water  Works — supplying  Titchfield,  Saris- 

bury  and  Warsash. 

2,127  houses  : 8,508  population. 

The  supply  is  free  from  plumbo  solvent  in  all  four  cases. 
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The  water  supply  at  Fareham  is  derived  from  chalk-subsoil 
with  an  underground  capacity  of  370,000  gallons.  The  water 
works  providing  storage  capacity  of  1,370,000  gallons  belonging 
to  the  Coundil  ot  the  Urban  District,  who  has  provided  some 
35  miles  of  mains.  A modern  electric  pumping  plant  was 
installed  shortly  before  the  war  and  the  undertaking  is  efficiently 
maintained.  Periodic  analysis  of  the  supply  shows  a high 
standard  of  bacterial  purity.  The  supply  is  chlorinated  at  the 
source.  The  water  supply  of  the  rest  of  the  Urban  District  by 
the  Portsmouth  Water  Company,  Southampton  Water  Works 
Company  and  Gosport  Water  Company,  comprises  some  6 
miles  of  mains  giving  a total  of  99  miles  of  water  mains  in  the 
Urban  District. 

These  supplies  are  adequate  in  quality  and  quantity  and 
their  standard  of  bacteriological  purity  is  high.  All  are  chlorin- 
ated. 

All  premises  in  the  Urban  District  with  the  following 
exceptions,  are  on  the  main  supply  of  one  or  other  of  the  four 
supplies  : — 

Fareham.  There  are  30  standpipes  in  Fareham,  supplying 
150  houses. 

Portchester.  Three  stand  pipes  are  provided  in  Port- 
chester,  but  no  dwellings  are  supplied.  All  premises  in 
Portchester  are  supplied  from  the  main. 

Crofton.  All  premises  in  Crofton  are  on  the  main  supply 
of  the  Gosport  Water  Company  with  the  exception  of  a few 
isolated  premises. 

Sarisbury,  Titchfield  and  Warsash.  In  Sarisbury, 
Titchfield  and  Warsash,  the  Southampton  Waterworks  Company 
supplies  2,127  houses,  and  approximately  311  houses  remain 
unconnected  to  the  main  supply,  and  in  these  cases  the  supply 
is  from  shallow  wells. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  improvement  in  this  connexion, 
envisages  the  connexion  of  practically  all  the  houses  in  this  area 
to  the  main  supply  ; this  scheme  was  begun  during  1947. 

The  Council  has  extended  the  mains  supply  to  Hook 
village,  comprising  10  houses,  as  well  as  to  Warsash  Church  of 
England  school.  The  work  is  now  in  hand  and  the  school  and 
six  houses  in  Hook  have  been  connected  ; and  work  on  the 
laying  of  pipes  for  the  remaining  four  houses  is  now  in  progress. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  modern  sewage  disposal  plant,  capable  of  dealing  with 
a dry  weather  flow  of  1,250,000  gallons  and  11,000  gallons  of 
sludge  has  given  satisfactory  service  throughout  the  year 
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There  are  75  (in  1946)  miles  of  sewers  within  the  Urban  District, 
chiefly  in  Fareham  East  and  West  Wards,  and  in  Crofton, 
Portchester  and  Titchfield  Wards  ; but  a part  of  Titchfield  with 
Warsash  and  Sarisbury  Wards  are  at  present  without  any  main 
drainage  system.  It  is  estimated  that  one  mile  of  sewer  was 
laid  in  Portchester,  and  the  work  was  proceeding  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Sewage  from  Portchester,  Crofton  and  Titchfield  is  pumped 
into  the  main  disposal  plant  at  Fareham  into  which  10  per  cent, 
of  total  sewage  is  pumped. 

Preliminary  surveys  have  been  made  in  Sarisbury,  Warsash 
and  part  of  Titchfield,  with  a view  to  the  provision  of  main 
drainage. 

The  disposal  works  at  Salterns  Lane,  Fareham,  comprise 
detritus  channels,  primary  settling  tanks,  secondary  settling  tanks 
and  storm  water  storage  tanks.  The  effluent  is  treated  on 
revolving  sprinkler  filter  beds  and  passes  through  humus  tanks 
before  discharge  to  Fareham  Creek.  The  settled  sludge  is 
partially  digested  in  special  Digestor  Tanks  and  is  afterwards 
dried  on  sludge  beds.  The  dry  sludge  is  sold  for  distribution  to 
farmers.  The  gas  obtained  from  sludge  digestion  is  employed 
to  run  gas  engines  which  are  used  to  drive  dynamos  and  to  pro- 
duce electricity  for  sewage  pumping  purposes.  The  surplus 
electricity  produced  is  supplied  into  the  Grid  System. 

3.  Refuse  Collection. 

Weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  by  the  Council  of 
the  Urban  District  by  direct  labour,  except  in  the  Portchester 
Ward  where  this  work  is  done  by  contract. 

There  are  four 'refuse  collecting  vehicles  now  for  this  work, 
but  lorries  are  used  for  additional  collections. 

Cesspit  emptying  is  carried  out  by  4 vehicles  specially 
equipped  with  pumping  units.  Cesspit  emptying  is  done  by 
direct  labour. 

Contractors  were  engaged  from  time  to  time  during  the 
year  to  assist  with  cesspit  emptying,  where  conditions  are 
frequently  unsatisfactory,  particularly  after  heavy  rain. 

4.  Mosquito  Control. 

The  known  sources  of  breeding  were  kept  under  observation 
during  the  year  and  systematic  spraying  of  pools,  ditches  and 
breeding  grounds  was  carried  out  from  May  to  October.

shortage  of  houses.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act  1919. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  done  in  connection 
with  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  during  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1947. 

The  work  can  be  divided  into  four  groups  : — 

(1)  Private  Dwellings  (Special  Assisted)  Scheme. 

(2)  Business  Premises. 

(3)  Premises  of  Local  Authority. 

(4)  Sewers. 

1.  Private  Dwellings  (Special  Assisted)  Scheme. 

The  Scheme  in  effect  provides  for  a free  service  to  rate- 
payers of  private  dwelling-houses,  provided  that  infestation 
found  is  not  due  to  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  tenant. 
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This  means  that  all  houses  in  a clearly  defined  area  are 
investigated,  and  where  rats  are  suspected,  test  baiting  takes 
place.  Poison  baiting  is  carried  out  where  there  are  signs  of 
take  of  test  baits. 

The  Ministry  fully  re-imburses  the  Council  for  the  inspection 
and  test  baiting  of  all  premises  found  not  infested,  and  the 
Local  Authority  contributes  40%  of  the  cost  of  poisoning  at 
those  premises  found  to  be  infested. 

2.  Business  Premises. 

Where  premises  of  this  type  are  found  to  be  infested  and 
the  Council  are  asked  to  carry  out  the  work  of  disinfestation, 
the  full  cost  of  the  work  is  borne  by  the  Occupier. 

3.  Premises  of  Local  Authority. 

All  premises  owned  by  the  Urban  Council,  such  as  Refuse 
Dumps,  Sewage  Works,  etc.,  are  visited  from  time  to  time.  The 
Council  bear  the  full  cost  of  any  disinfestations  carried  out. 

4.  Sewers. 

The  initial  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers  was  completed 
in  1946,  and  this  year  two  half-yearly  maintenance  treatments 
were  carried  out. 

In  the  first  treatment  in  June,  all  manholes  found  infested 
in  the  initial  treatment  were  again  dealt  with,  and  in  the  second 
maintenance  treatment  in  December,  10>  of  the  total  manholes 
on  line  of  sewers  were  test  baited,  and  where  takes  were  dis- 
covered, these  were  treated  in  conjunction  with  the  manholes 
dealt  with  on  the  first  maintenance  treatment.  The  Ministry 
contributes  50%  towards  the  additional  labour  cost  and  the  full 
cost  of  all  materials  used.  *

The  erection  of  a Milking  Parlour  on  a Dairy  Farm  (the  first 
of  its  kind  in  the  Urban  District)  was  nearing  completion  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  in  addition,  plans  have  been  submitted  for 
the  erection  and  alteration  of  other  cowsheds  and  dairies  to 
bring  them  up  to  modern  standards.

Frequent  visits- were  made  to  fried  fish  shops  during  1947 
and  special  attention  given  to  the  preparation  and  storage  of 
fish  and  potatoes  and  the  storage  and  cleansing  of  fish  boxes. 

In  one  instance  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
preventing  the  entry  of  offensive  smells  from  a fish  fryer’s 
business  into  adjoining  premises,  but  the  defect  was  eventually 
found  and  remedied.

A large  proportion  of  the  dealers  obtain  their  supplies  from 
large  manufacturers  outside  the  Urban  District.  There  are  also 
a number  of  dealers  who  visit  the  town  and  sell  ice-cream 
from  vans.  In  the  latter  case  it  is  difficult  to  exercise  complete 
control  over  the  condition  of  the  vans  used  for  the  purpose  and 
the  quality  of  ice-cream  sold  from  them.  It  would  appear  that 
better  supervision  could  be  obtained  by  the  revision  of  existing 
legislation  requiring  the  issue  of  supplementary  licences  to 
dealers  who  sell  ice-cream  in  districts  of  local  authorities  out- 
side the  area  in  which  it  is  manufactured. 

The  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  (See.)  Regulations  1946, 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1947,  and  among  its  pro- 
visions is  included  a prescribed  standard  of  bacterial  cleanliness  ; 
the  method  to  be  adopted  in  preparation,  and  the  test  that  may 
be  applied  to  samples. 

Fourteen  samples  of  ice  cream  were  examined  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratories  at  Winchester.  Particulars  of  the  results 
obtained  are  given  in  the  following  table  : —

(Samples  1 and  8).  Representations  were  made  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district  in  which  this  ice-cream  was 
manufactured.  The  Dealer  has  now  ceased  to  operate  in  this 
Urban  District. 

(Sample  2).  This  ice-cream  was  manufactured  by  a large 
firm  in  an  adjoining  district.  Representations  made  to  the  Chiet 
Sanitary  Inspector  concerned. 

(Samples  3,  5 and  11).  Manufactured  by  a local  dealer. 
The  preparation  and  manufacturing  process  was  p ersonally 
supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with  the  result  shown* 
(Grade  1). 

(Samples  4,  6,  7,  9,  13,  14).  The  local  manufacturer 
concerned  in  this  series  of  samples  was  kept  under  supervision, 
and  in  view  of  the  results  obtained' he  was  advised  to  provide 
additional  mixing  and  cooling  equipment.  (This  has  since  been 
installed). 

(Sample  10).  Although  this  sample  was  reasonably  satis- 
factory, the  local  manufacturer  has  since  provided  additional 
accommodation  fitted  with  new  modern  apparatus  for  the  manu- 
facture of  ice-cream. 

(Sample  12).  This  sample  was  taken  from  a local  cafe 
which  caters  mainly  for  its  customers  having  meals  on  the 
premises.  Advice  was  given  in  this  case  on  the  precautions  to 
be  adopted  in  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  ice-cream. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  suggests  that  if  out  of  the  four 
grades  recommended,  ice-cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  grades 
one  and  two,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  defects  in  manu- 
facture or  of  handling  is  indicated,  and  would  call  for  further 
investigation.

Notifiable  Diseases  (Other  Than  Tuberculosis),  1947. 
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The  number  of  notifiable  diseases  recorded  in  the  District 
during  1947  was  743  excluding  tuberculosis  notifications  which 
numbered  70.  Measles  with  583  notifications  was  by  far  the 
commonest  infective  disease.  Whooping  cough  with  97  notifi- 
cations and  scarlet  fever  with  28  came  next  in  order  of 
frequency.  Among  other  notifiable  diseases  were  pneumonia 
with  15  cases,  erysipelas  with  5 and  cerebrospinal  fever  with  3 
cases.  There  were  2 cases  of  diphtheria  ; 2 of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  ; 3 malaria  (contracted  abroad)  and  5 cases  of 
poliomyelitis.  There  were  no  cases  of  typhoid  or  dysentery. 

The  changes  in  the  incidence  of  the  more  prev^- lent  infective 
diseases  is  shown  in  the  following  notifications  for  the  period

It  will  be  noted  that  although  there  is  a substantial  increase 
in  measles  notifications  in  1947  as  compared  with  1946,  the 
incidence  for  1947  approximates  fairly  closely  to  that  of  1943 
and  1941  ; and  the  disease  over  this  period  at  any  rate  would 
appear  to  vary  in  incidence,  .probably  with  the  susceptible 
population,  in  alternate  years. 


1.  Sc  arlet  Fever. 

The  total  number  notified  was  28  which  was  37  below  the 
average  for  the  period  1941  — 1946.  The  highest  incidence  was 
at  ages  5 — 10  years  (13  cases)  and  10 — 15  years  (10  cases).  The 
distribution  was  fairly  even  over  the  year  with  7 cases  in 
January,  6 in  July  and  5 in  February.  The  disease  was  mild  in 
character  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause. 

2.  Diphtheria. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  both  non- 
immunized.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause  during 
1947.

3.  Pneumonia. 

15  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  compared 
with  23  in  1946.  Nine  of  the  notified  cases  occurred  at  ages  of 
45  years  and  over  ; there  were  4 at  15  years  and  over,  one  under 

10  years  and  one  under  1 year  of  age. 

The  total  deaths  assigned  to  pneumonia  during  1947 
numbered  17. 

4.  Puerperal  Fever. 

There  were  no  notifications  for  puerperal  fever  during  1947, 
but  three  deaths  assigned  to  maternal  causes  were  due  to  puer- 
peral embolism,  septic  abortion  ; and  to  maternal  causes  other 
than  infection  during  childbirth  or  the  puerperium. 

5.  Erysipelas. 

Five  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  1947  ; 3 were  at 
ages  over  45  years  ; 1 at  under  10  years,  and  1 in  the  35 — 40  age 
group. 

6.  Measles. 

There  were  583  notifications  of  measles  which  is  about  the 
expected  figure  on  past  experience  (for  the  last  7 years)  in  alter- 
nate years.  The  maximum  number  of  cases  occurred  at  school 
age  (283  cases  in  the  5 — 10  age  group).  Prevalence  at  other 
ages  figures  of  82  notifications  at  4—5  years,  59  at  1 — 2 years, 
58  at  2 — 3 years,  and  52  at  3 —4  years  ; 534  notifications  were 
thus  in  respect  of  children  from  1 — 10  years  of  age.  There  were 

1 1 notifications  in  respect  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age.  The 
disease  was  mild  in  character  and  there  were  no  deaths.  The 
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months  showing  the  highest  prevalence  were  February  and 
March  with  106  and  122  notifications  respectively  ; May  and 
June  gave  the  next  highest  incidence  with  92  and  94  notifications 
each. 

7.  Whooping  Cough. 

This  disease  with  97  notifications  in  1947,  shows  an  increase 
of  5 on  the  average  for  the  six  year  period  1941—  1946.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

93  notifications  were  in  respect  of  children  under  10  years 
of  age  and  the  incidence  was  spread  over  the  whole  year  with  a 
maximum  of  19  notifications  in  June. 

8.  Malaria. 

Three  cases  of  malaria  contracted  abroad,  were  notified 
during  1947. 

9.  Poliomyelitis. 

Five  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  Urban  District 
during  1947,  of  which  2 occurred  in  Warsash,  2 in  Fareham  and 

I in  Portchester.  The  age  incidence  was  2 at  5 years  of  age 
(1  male  and  1 female),  2 at  1 year  of  age  (both  female)  and  1 at 

II  years  of  age  (male).  The  first  two  cases  occurred  in  Warsash 
in  September  and  the  other  3 in  November  at  Fareham  and 
Portchester.

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Investigation  failed  to  confirm  the  diagnosis  in  the  26  cases 
admitted  for  observation,  which  were  made  up  as  follows  : — 
Diphtheria  9,  poliomyelitis  8,  meningitis  3,  dysentery  2 and  one 
each  of  typhoid,  diarrhoea,  and  ophthalmia  neonatorum.  One 
scarlet  fever  carrier  was  admitted  for  observation. 

71  of  the  admitted  cases  were  sent  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  at  Portsmouth  and  4 to  Southampton  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  Two  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  transferred 
to  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  Hospital,  Alton.
